Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner contacted Mr. Garscia and Mr. Mirsafian, applicant's 
representative, at the scheduled interview time to discuss the claims in reference to Glascott. Mr. Mirsafian provided a 
detailed explanation of applicant's invention. Mr. Garscia and Mr. Mirsafian stated that Glascott failed to disclose an 
abutment cooperating with the closure element to limit a tilting of the closure element about the rod at the time of final 
tightening of the closure element in the holding element. Examiners Robert and Reimers agreed that the abutment of 
Glascott did not appear to limit a tilting of the closure element about the rod at the time of final tightening of the closure 
element in the holding element The examiners further stated that cooperating is a broad term. Examiner Robert 
suggested means for language and/or the abutment being in direct contact with the closure element to add structure. 
Mr. Garscia and Mr. Mirsafian suggested the possibility of incorporating the language of claim 8 or claim 24 into claim 1 
to further add structure to the abutment. Examiner Reimers stated that that was a good idea, but reiterated that the 
word "cooperating" is a broad term. Examiner Reimers suggested that applicant consider Examiner Robert's 
suggestions as stated above. Mr. Garscia and Mr. Mirsafian stated that they would review the suggestions with the 
applicant and contact examiner Reimers regarding the filing of a supplemental amendment. Examiner Reimers also 
stated that further search and/or consideration may be necessary.
